Judge Hitchcock Renders De- 
cision in Suits of J. B. 
Johnson.

Refuses, However, to Hold 
Brokers in Stock Transfer 
aS Responsible.

Stockholders in the old St. Louis 
Transit Co. who received United Rail- 
ways stock in the merger are liable for 
judgments against the Transit Co., un- 
der a decision handed down by Judge 
Hitcheock Thursday. 

Under the decision in the famous Bar- 
rie case, holders of judgments against 
the Transit Co. .haye recourse against 
the United Rallways.. Judge Hitchcock’s 
decision, if it is sustained on appeal, 
will open still another means of pro- 
cedure to them, 

Judge Hitchcock's decision was a par- 
tial affirmation of the report of Referee 
Rhodes Cave, to whom was referred the 
suit of James Breoks Johnson for claims 
aggregating $24,(0) against the Transit 
Co., assigned“to Johnson. Six other per- 
sons, whose claims aggregate $28,000, 
anc who are intervening petitioners, will 
be included in an amended report by 
the referee, making a total of $62,000 di- 
rectly involyed in this suit. 

Brokers Not Liable. 

Johnson's suit sought to make both 
the stockholders and the brokers who 
handled their stock liable for the Tran- 
sit Jadgments. Referee Cave decided in 
his favor on both points, but Judge 
Hitecheock overruled him as to the bro- 
kers, whom he exempts from liability. 

“The conclusion is inevitable,”’ said 
Judge Hitchcock in his ruling, ‘‘that the 
offer to exchange two shares of unis- 
sued United Railways common stock 
fcr five shares of Transit stock was in 
effect payment to the. stockholders of 
the Transit company for part of the 
assets, and that stockholders: of the 
Transit company who surrendered their 
stock and received either interim re- 
ceipts or voting trust certificates | there- 


Transit company to the value thereof. 
Adviser Amended Report. 

“Any other ruling would make it pos- 
sible. for a. corporation ‘to avoid pay- 
ment of its debts on: going out of busi- 
ness by providitig two methods of pay- 
ments for the assets, one to the cor- 
poration and another to the stockhold- 
ers. Such’'a proceeding is not per- 
missible, in the opinion of the Court, 
withdut first paying the creditors of 
the corporation.” 

Judge Hitchcock advises the referee to 
submit an amended report, relieving the 
brokers of liability and making 
the stockholders only Lavle. John A.

pockets. 

He was so severely injured that on 
the advice of his physician he will be 
sent to a hospital for treatiment. 

Mrs, Pearl Pierson, who owns the 
boarding house; Mrs. Hattie Jolley and 
Mrs. Margaret Dacey, after being ques- 
tioned by Capt. Reynolds at the Deer 
Street Station about the robbery were 
taken to Police Headquarters at noon to 
be further questioned. 

Mrs. Jolley is a boarder and Mrs. Da- 
cey is the cook. They are only witness- 
es. Two other persons, a young woman 
and a man, who were in the house at 
the timé of the robbery, will also be 
taken to Police Headquarters. 

Shults, Whose wife died four years ago 
and who has no other relatives, has been 
boarding with Mrs. Pierson. Being an 
early riser, it has been his habit to fix 
the furnace in the morning. 

Attended to the Fire. 

He went downstairs as usual at §6 
o'clock Thursday morning. He attend- 
ed to the fire and went back upstairs, 
but it did not heat up the house quick- 
ly enough to suit him and he went back 
to the furnace room to again look after 
jt. , 
As he descended the stairs he noticed 
that a door leading frdm the back yard 
into thé basement, that had been closed 
when he came down the first time, was 
open. As he reachéd the bottom of the 
steps a man confronted him and pressed 


: ieainst The side vr Nis’ head. 1 
He heard a voice say, 


“Give me what 
you've got.”” He made ‘an involuntary 
movement to defend himself and was 
Btruck on. the, head and Knoeked down. 


Found by ‘the Cook. 
When, .a tittle later,..Mrs. Da- 


cey, the cook, heard groans it the 
cellar she thought it was Shults talking 
to himself, but it continued and present- 
ly she went down. She found Shults 
lying on the floor. He had revived suf- 
ficiently to gét upstairs with her assist- 
ance, but collapsed in the hall. 

Dr. William Standing of 3021 North 
Newstead avenue, an old friend of Mr 
Shults, examined him and found that 
his principal injury was ae severely 
sprained back. He recommended that 
the man be sent to a hospit 

Mr. Shults said he had had eight $100 
bills in a pocketbook in his right hip 
pocket and two $50 bills, two $20 bills 
and some change in a pocketbook in his 
left hip pocket. The pocketbooks, 
empty, were found on the floor of the 
furnace room. 

“Carried Large Sum. 

Dr. Standing says that Mr. Shults was 
formerly worth from $30,000 to $40,000, 
in New 
Mexico, and it has been his custom to 
carry large sums on his person. 

Sergeant Houlihan and Special Police- 
man Dempsey of the Deer Street Dis- 
trict, who made an investigation, were 
convinced that the old man was rob- 
bed by some one who knew of his cus- 
tom of looking after the furnace in the 
early morning and also of his habit of 
carrying large sums in his pockets, 


His Watch Is Found. 
When the policemen arrived at the 


house they were told that Shults’ watch. 
valued at $200, had also been taken. 
Later a young. Woman was seen leay- 
ing a chicken house on the premises. 
Search was made there, and the w atch 

‘as found in a paper bag concealed un- 
rit a trunk. 

Chester Lyle, a boarder, told Sergt. 
Houlihan that when he came down- 
stairs, after Shults had been brought 
from the cellar, he saw the watch in 
Shults’ waistcoat hanging, on a chair 
in the dining room, and there was also 
some money lying on the floor. He says 
he commented on this, and Mrs. Pierson 
said, “Yes, they didn’t take his watch.” 
Mrs. Pierson denies that she saw the 
watch, ° a. 

Mrs. Jolley says that when she started 
downstairs, on hearing Shults’ groans, 
she heard money falling on the steps.

A prisoner who occupied the cell with 
Levy said after the shooting that. she 
first asked him: “Are yoa coming back 
te mo and the children?’

Mrs, Levy then steppei back and drew 
her weapon, Levy jumped to one side 
of the cell, in an attempt to dodge the 
hullet.

Miss Henry was turned over to the 
police at Union Station Wednesday night 
by Conductor Walsh of the train on 
which she and Emanuel Burg and an- 
other young man had ridden from 
Wellsville, Mo. Her home is in Altus, 
Ox. She was sent to Mexico to enter 
Hardin College, a fashionable girls’ 
school, seven weeks ago, and lived at 
the home of her brother, Lee Henry. 

According to her story she met Burg 
three weeks ago. He took her automo- 
bile riding almost every day and last 
Sunday night as they were returning 
from church, she says, he proposed mar- 
riage. 

She refused to become his wife, she 
says, telling him that she had a sweet- 
heart in Kansas City. 

Told Dramatic Story. 

Her story of the abduction was dra- 
matic. In great detail she told how 
Burg drove up to her home in his auto- 
niobile Tuesday night and threatened to 
kill her if she would not accompany 
him. She got in the automobile. They 
drove to a garage and hired a larger 
car in which they drove 2 miles to 
Wellsville. 

At Wellsville, she said, they remained 
all night in separate apartments at a 
hotel. Wednesday, still under compul-

Mystery Surrounds Cause of End

NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—Not long after a 
mysterious telephone message was re- 
ceived at the Mercer Street Police Sta 
tion yesterday roquesting that a detec- 
tive call at the Hotel Grosvenor, 37 
Fifth avenue; William Purdy, the hotel 
manager, died in his apartments on the 
first floor.

Once Rich Man Could Not 
Meet Interest on Mortgage 
—Family Gets $20,000. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 2%.—A pathetic tale 
of unselfish devotion was disclosed 
when the cause of the suicide, on Oct. 
14, of George W. Benjamin, former 
traffic manager of the Springfield Coal 
Co., came to light here today. 

Benjamin had failed to pay the in- 
terest On mortgages on his residence at 
Frankfort, Ind. He had but one re- 
source with which to save his wife and 
their children from hunger and cold— 
his life insurance of $20,000. He made 
inquiries from a life insurance expert 
to learn if the policies would be void 
if he killed himself. He was told the 
money would have to be paid. 

Up to the day On which he retired to 
his room, buried his face in a sponge 
saturated with chloroform and lay down 
to die, Benjamin expected financial re- 
lief from New York City. He was one 
of the heirs of a large estate and a set- 
tlement was expected. The money failed 
to come and he had borrowed all he 
could from his friends in Chicago, his 
former associates in business. 

When the policies were taken out Mr. 
Benjamin was wealthy. He lost a large 
sum of money on the Chicago Stock Ex- 
change in the financial panic of 1907,

APPEARANCE OF MARS 


Phenomena Observed Altogether 
Without Parallel in Records 


of Past. 


LONDON. Oct. 28.—Fresh changes of 
an extraordinary nature are reported 
in Mars by the Journal of the British 
Astronomical! Association, which says 
that the planet of mystery during Sep- 
tember was nearer the earth than at 
any date since 1892 and in a favorable 
position for observation. 

The phenomena observed, says the 
Journal, are altogether without parallel 
in the records of the past. Vast changes 
have transformed here and there the 
appearance of Mars. 

A gloomy yellow veil has enshrouded 
imr-ense tracts of\the Martian surface 
‘bliteratire the markings and changes 
now it progress on the surface cf Mars 
are of exceptional interest in view of 
the theory developed by Prof. Lowell 
that Mars is inhabited by a race of 
living beings. He argues that the canals 
of Mars are works constructed by a 
dying race menaced by starvation on a 
desert planet to carry water supplied 
by melting ice caps on the poles to 
Waterless areas near the equator, and 
thus raise food. 

It is suggested that if the markings 
have recently disappeared and the yel- 
low veil has covered immense tracts of 
the surface there must have been some 
catastrophe on a gigantic scale or some’ 
catatlysm such as dwarfs the most vio- 
lent earthquakes known on our planet.

Arkansan Comes to St. Louis 
to Sell Cotton; Decides He 
Will Hold It. 


A. quarter of a million dollars’ profit 
on a purchase of cotton looks good to 
George Rosenberg of Fulton, Ark., a 
Mss at the Jefferson Hotel, but not 
good enough to induce him to sell at 
present, for he i8 holding it in the con- 
fident expectation of a still higher mar- 
ket. 

Mr. Rosenberg has had 7300 balés Ou 
Arkansas cotton stored with the Allen- 
West Commission Co. in East St. Louis 
for a year. He bought the cotton from 
planters in the neighborhood of his 
bome last year, at a general average 
of about 8 cents a pound. He is of- 
fered 15 cents a pound now, but de- 
clines to sell. 

A bale of cotton weighs 500 pounds. 
Mr. Rosenberg’s 7000 bales, at a profit 
of 7 cents a pound, wouid net him $246,- 
000 if he cared to let go of his holdings 
at the present price. 

“T am not going to sell now.” said 
Mr. Rosenberg to a Post-Dispatch re- 
perter. ‘I expect the operation of the 
law of supply and demand to make my 
holdings go still Higher. The cotton crop 
is very short this year and will be 
shorter. In Arkansas, Oklahoma, Tex- 
as and Louisiana the shortage over 
last year’s crop is about 3,500,000 bales. 
Drouth and the boll weevil are among 
the chief causes of the smaller crop. 

“The cotton I hold-in East St. Louis 
is both long and short staple and is of 
superior quality. I stored it in expecta- 
tion of a very short crop this year.”’ 

Mr. Rosenberg came to 8.. Louis with 





his mind after a further study of crop 
and market conditions.

Double-deck street cars, favored by 
Dr. C. H. Hughes and City Auditor 
Hodges as a practical solution of the 
overcrowding problem would be a novel- 
ty to the present generation of strap- 
hangers, but in a literal sense they 
would not be new. 

They were once tried in: St. Louis 
on the Cable & Western Line, which 
later became the Suburban Electric Line, 
and is now the Hediamont division of 
the United Railways system. 

The double-deck cars were installed 
in 1886, ani they made a decided “hit.” 
In fact, they were so popular that they 
were discarded after they had been in 
use only a few months. 

They were the first big cars operated 
in St. Louis. While small motor cars 
with ‘“‘trailers’’ attached were running 
on other lines, these double-deckers, 36 
feet long, were the aristocrats of St. 
Louis’ rapid-transit’ conveyances. 

Tops Always Crowded. - 

Everybody wanted to ride on them and 
nine-tenths of the passengers preferred 
seats on the roof, which was reached 
by a winding stairway. 

The consequence was that the tops of 
the cars were always crowded, while 
very few rode in the lower section. The 
road was then operated by cable, a sys- 
tem which made jt necessary to go fast 
around curves as on the straightaway 
portions of the line. There were so 
many short curves, and the cars were 
so topheavy that it was feared they 
would capsize, and for that reason they 
were abandoned. 

Hundreds of double-deck ears are 
made in St. Louis every year for ship- 
ment to European countries. In En- 
gland and in some South American Cities 
they are in great favor. They are near- 
ly always used on lines operated by the 
third rail and the main gBjection to 
them on trolley lines is that the out- 
side passengers are exposed to great 
danger of eiectrocution in case an over- 
head wire should break. It was fear of 
an accident of this sort which caused 
the management of the United Railways 
Co. to put a roof on the long moonlight 
Near used in summer.on the Creve Coeur 
line. Though this car was not a double- 
decker, it was originally roofless. 

Capt. McCulloch, president of the Unit- 
ed Railways Co., said Thursday that 
danger from overhead. wires is not the 
only argument against the use of dou- 
ble-deck cars on trolley lines. 

“Such cars have never been success- 
fully operated in the ,.United States,” he 
said. “They have been tried in an ex- 
perimental way and found wanting. One 
objection to them is that their use is so 
limited by climatic conditions. In rainy 
weather no one would ride on them, and 
the roof seats would be most uncomfort- 
able in very hot weather. They could 
not be used in winter. 

“It would be necessary to have two 
conductors on every car and we would 
never know one day how. many men 
would be employed the next. It would 
depend on the weather. 

“So much time would be taken by pas- 
sengers getting on and off the cars that 
serious delays would result. 

“They would be dangerous, too, be- 
cause of their top-heaviness, and there 
would be conditions ‘under which they 
might upset when rounding curves.”

The Laclede Gas Light Co.'s offer to co-operate 
with any person or corporation, having a suffi- 
alent supply of natural gas, in obtaining the ben- 
efit of the cheaper gas for St. Leuis, opens the 
way for the intrcduction of natural gas here un- 
der the best possible conditions, The vital point 
of course in an arrangement of that kind is the 
charge for the use of mains. . gue? 

Assuming that the company is acting in good 
faith and will agree to fair terms, the advantage 
of the co-operative plan is manifest. It relieves 
the natural gas project of the great cost of lay- 
ing new mains and house pipes throughout the 
city. It protects the city from the damages to 
streets and the inconvenience of piperlaying. work. 
It assures a general supply of gas in all parts 
of the city as soon as the outside main is laid. 
The entire city will reap the benefit of cheaper 
gas at once, instead of part of it suffering from 
the long delay caused by the necessity of laying 
new pipes. The price should be cheaper on ac- 
count of the economy of using | one set of pipes 
already laid. 

The offer of co-operation and the use of the 
pipes, coupled with the recognition of the benefits 
of cheap natural gas and of the wisdom of the 
policy of helping St. Louis to enjoy them, is 4 
welcome sign of the open mind, the more liberal 
spirit, the broader view of the new owners of 
the Laclede. It indicates a realization of the 
value of public good will in the successful’ man- 
agement of a public utility corporation, 

So far as getting the real benefit of natural gas 
is concerned, the cheapest possible price for gas, 
St. Louis has now the advantage of the power 
of regulation. The arbitrary price fixed by fran- 
chise without actual knowledge of the cost of 
supplying the article, is a relic of the days of 
reckless franchise grabbing. No one can tell 
whether natural gas can be profitably supplied 
at 50, 40 or 30 cents. The price should be reg- 
ulated by the cost. Whether we have natural or 
artificial gas, we should adhere to the policy of 
regulation. We should adjust the price to a rea- 
sonable profit on the cost. The power to do this 
should be reserved in every franchise grant. 
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St. Louis ministers are agreed that they 
would not change the Ten Commandments so, de- 
spite the Harvard professor, they are safe for 
the time being. 
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THE “KANSAS CRAZE” ON. 

As a publicist, the Postmaster of Hiawatha, 
Kan., has well-established views of what is logi- 
cal, rational and sane in politics. He uses them 
as ab official standard in studying the people of 
Hiawatha in particular and of the State in gen- 

ral. He is not unique among postmasters in this 
habit... At times in our political history, all post- 
masters have been required to report to Washing- 
ton when they found people who bought stamps 
from.them trying to think in ways which do not 
conform to ‘an official standard, established foi 
controlling their minds and votes in what is pre- 
scribed as the official and rational way. 

As many postmasters may have this habit still, 
it is not hard to understand why Postmaster-Her- 
bert of Hiawatha feels obliged to repeat that he 
did say it; that he says it again.and that it is 
true—the people of Kansas are going insane. 

They have become 
wild and frenzied insurgents. “All they need is 
sense,” but they have lost it.

But he is 
helpless.

‘The arrangements for the meeting 
were made by George Little, manager of 


Johnson, and Sam Berger, who repre- 
sented Jeffries, who held a conference 
a few hours after the arrival here of 
Johnson from Chicago this morning. 

Jim Jeffries said he would be ready 
to meet Johnson and his manager to- 
morrow and fix up the match. The big 
fellow was found tossing a medicine 
ball in a local gymnasium and was ‘told 
that Johnson had reached the city. 

“Well, we can get together tomorrow 
afternoon,"’ said Jeffries. ‘‘I don't want 
any newspaper men scooped on this 
match and if we meet tomorrow they 
can all be there. The match can be 
fixed up quickly and Johnson can get 
away on a night train for the West. 

“IT see by the papers that John L. Sul- 
livan is quoted as saying that Johnson 
can lick me. Well, if I don’t knock 
out that black man, I don’t want any 
more show.”’ 

Someone told Jeffries that it had been 
also reported that Sullivan had said he 
could beat Johnson. 

_ “Well, that’s more like it,” said Jeft?- 
ries. ““‘Why, that picture show of Ketch- 
-. el and Johnson shows Johnson up.’ The 
‘idea of the negro taking on a light- 
Weight like that.’ 
' Jeffries then returned to work at the 
medicine ball. 





“IT am giad to get back to New York. 


I have come all the way from San Fran- 
cisco to meet Mr. Jeffries and sign arti- 
cles for our battle, and I am willing to 
make the match under any fair condi- 
tions,”” said Johnson as he disem- 
barked from the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Limited from Chicago at the 
Grand Central Station this morning. 

There was a big crowd on hand, in- 
cluding many of his negro friends, to 
welcome Jeffries’ rival. Johnson was 
accompanied by his manager, George 
Little. The two men had some diffi- 
culty in getting through the crowd 
which gathered along the station plat- 
forms. 

Johnson grinned from ear to ear as 
the crowd gathered around and shook 
him by the hand and asked him about 
the fight with Jeffries. 

“I hope to meet. Jeffries at once, th 
sooner the better,’’ said Johnson. “1 
never felt better except that the boil on 
my cheek bothers me some. I weigh 
about 205 pounds. How did I get that 
boll? I guess I have been living too 
high.” 

Speaking of the match with Jeffries, 
Johnson said: 

“Il am ready to abide by the condi- 
tions that I entered into with Berger 
in Chicago except that I snall ask for

Good Practice for Varsity. 


It is such plays the St. Louis U. men 
may look for when Indiana appears, 
Saturday, so tne scrimmage against the 
High School boys is the very best prac- 
tice they can procure.
